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CORCORAN REPORT 


January/February 1974 


The Corcoran Gallery of Art started the year still gaining praise 
from all sources for the reinstallation of the American Collection. 
Distinguished scholars, museum directors, and critics continued 
to give acclaim to the reinstalltion. Among the many who praised 
the American Collection were: Alfred Frankenstein, Barbara Novak, 
Marchal Landgren, David Scott, Abram Lerner, J. Carter Brown and 
Evan Turner. The praises came personally and by letter and 
reaffirmed the Gallery's wealth of American painting and confirmed 
the achievements of the reinstallation. 

In January the Gallery received a considerable amount of press 
during another installation, that of the pyramid sculptures of 
Yuri Schwebler. The artist had conceived of a sculpture related 
to the space of the Corcoran atrium. Through certain structural 
difficulties involving, three pyramids, a last minute effort 
in the week before the opening was needed to create these pieces. 
The accompanying press coverage was incredible with daily stories 
in the local press, radio and television. The evening of the 
opening on Friday, January 11, showed the completed pieces to 
be a fine sculptural achievement reflecting well upon the artist 
and the Gallery. 

Two other exhibitions also opened, both dealing with photographs. 
Arnold Crane, collector and photographer, showed some of his own 
photographs along with his comprehensive collection of the work 
of Man Ray. The opening was a great success. 

The Man Ray exhibition received goodpress and attendance, 
confirming once again the great interest in photography. 

During January there was an Executive Committee meeting of the 
Trustees on the 9th of January and a Board of Trustees meeting 
on the 28th of January. Both meetings were concerned with 
various reports on Development, Membership, Finances and other 
aspects of the Corcoran. At the Board of Trustees meeting Mr. 

Slade was reappointed as Director of the Gallery and Dean of the 
Art School, and the election of Officers took place. The Board 
agreed to enlarge the number of Trustees and certain Term Trustees 
were re-elected. The Minutes of these meetings and the Executive 
meeting on February 13, contain details of the business discussed 
by the Trustees. 

One of the problems to be resolved was the Gallery Shop, where 
difficulties existed particularly in the financial procedures. 

Mrs. Vanderpool of the Women's Committee and the Director had a 
series of meetings and hoped to resolve the whole matter of the 
Gallery Shop within the coming months. 

In February the Gallery had another successful opening on Friday, 
February 8. Despite the bad weather and snow, nearly a thousand 





people attended the opening. The Shelia Isham exhibition of 
paintings attracted a great deal of support from the artist's many 
friends within the community, as did the exhibition of photographs 
by Mark Power. The Jules Olitski life drawings and the Patrick 
Ireland "Duchamp Portrait" were of real interest to the artist 
and scholar. The exhibitions reveal insights into new aspects of 
the artists. Not only were the exhibitions well attended, but 
the press was good, as was the public response. 

The following evening, February 9, the National Symphony String 
Quartet held their second concert which was extremely well 
attended and again had good reviews. 

The Corcoran, both through the School and Gallery, continued to 
offer a diverse program of lectures and events. The Education 
Department continued to be very active not only through the Docent 
program but by giving lunchtime talks and Sunday workshops, both 
of which continue to be popular. 

The Director was invited to the San Juan Print Biennial by the 
Commonwealth of Puerto Rico. In San Juan he also installed the 
Edgar Negret sculpture show. The following month, Mr. Slade was 
invited to lecture at the University of Cincinnati and the University 
of Hartford on "Washington Art" and "The Corcoran". On February 
23, he was given the 1974 Welsh Society Award at the 246th annual 
banquet in Philadelphia. The Director was also active in Washing¬ 
ton making various speeches including introducing Brian O'Doherty 
at the Women's National Democratic Club and speaking to the 
Friends of the Corcoran. 

The School commenced the new semester on January 15 and the enrol¬ 
ment was maintained, a welcome indication of the School's reputation. 
The full time program maintains a structure of excellence bringing 
national recognition to the School. The full time program needs 
expansion and the Art School Committee is working with the faculty 
in the process of considering the program, particularly diploma 
and degree options. Consideration is also being given to increased 
benefits for employees, not only of the School, but of the Gallery. 
Proposals will be made to the Trustees for their consideration 
in the coming year. Employee benefits need careful consideration 
and are an important aspect of the future development of the 
Corcoran. 

Administrative changes took place, both in the School and Gallery. 
Mrs. Marie Frost Hunter accepted the responsibility of the Gallery 
Shop and Peter Thomas, Assistant Dean and Gwen Goffe, Academic 
Assistant, will assume more responsibility in the day-to-day oper¬ 
ation of the School. Certain other staff changes took place in 
in the Gallery, all coordinating the efforts and resources of the 
present staff. 



A most important event took place on Monday, February 25, which 
was the first luncheon meeting of the Washington Aft Group. The 
Trustees had agreed to form the group to attract members of the 
community, particularly in business and commerce, who may wish to 
become more involved in the arts within Washington. The first 
meeting included a most distinguished group of people, including 
many of the museum directors of the City. The guest speaker was 
Mr. Frank Getlein of the Washington Star News. The event was 
considered to be a good start to what may be a promising adventure 
and an attempt to gain more interest and support for the Corcoran. 

The Corcoran certainly needs to gain such support, particularly 
financially. The indications are that the Gallery and School 
continue to control expenditures yet the income in the Gallery 
falls short of expectations so that a deficit increase in the 
proposed budget must be expected. The Gallery badly needs to do 
everything to increase income. The Development Committee hopes 
that the soon to be appointed Development Assistant will coordin¬ 
ate and activate a development program which will begin to show 
results later in the year. In the meantime, the Corcoran continues 
to gain reputation and stature as a major art institution of 
America.

1012 Corcoran registrations (492 students) and 386 George 
Washington University registrations (336 students), a total 
of 1398 registrations. There are 412 students enrolled in 
the part-time program and 72 enrolled in the full-time 
diploma program, with 336 George Washington University 
students, a total of 828 students.

Washington now has a 
first-rate professional 
string quartet, as was dem¬ 
onstrated last night in the 
newly painted theater of the 
Corcoran Gallery of Art. 
The players are the four 
principal string players of 
the National Symphony, and 
they are already molding 
themselves into a chamber 
music unit of rare quality. 

They played superb Stra¬ 
divari instruments once 
owned by Paganini, now in 
the possession of the Corco¬ 
ran. The instruments are 
better preserved by being 
played, and it is a joy to 
hear them. 

The new work on the pro¬ 
gram was the Quartet Fan¬ 
tasy of Stephen Burton, a 
resident of the area. The 
piece is in two movements, 
an overture contrasting a 
jaggedly rhythmic motive 
with a lovely lyric melody, 
followed by a fantasia on 
the song “Wie sind die Tage 
schwer,” from Six Songs of 
Hermann Hesse. It is a good 
piece, rather conservative, 
but appealing at first hear¬ 
ing, and with a wealth of 
melodic resource. I think 
Burton can grow in the 
direction of inner, organic 
coherence, and in the fur¬ 
ther development of har¬ 
monic tension as a structur¬ 
al resource; but I am glad to 
see that he is writing for 
people rather than saveants. 

The program was round¬ 
ed out with one of Haydn’s 
finest quartets and with the 
single, matchless quartet by 
Ravel. I like the way this 
foursome plays. They focus 
on beauty of sound, rather 
than on tempestuous speed; 
and they are sensitive to 
each other as well as to the 
music they play. 


breathtaking technique and 
masterful artistry. 

A Segovia recital now 
means hearing the slow or 
simple movements of a 
work, with the fast, de¬ 
manding movements left 
out. The dazzling toccata 
and fugue movements of 
Bach violin and cello suites, 
transcribed by Segovia and 
once performed by him to 
the admiration of the world, 
are now passed over, and 
we hear only the preludes, 
sarabandes, and minuets. 
The brilliant tremolo stud¬ 
ies, the rippling passage 
work when he was at his 
finest, are replaced by little 
student pieces. 

His tone is still lustrous 
and his stylistic command is 
still present, but it can only 
remind us of the man who 
once was the greatest gui¬ 
tarist alive.

Report on Insurance for Clark Rugs at Textile Museum 


The Textile Museum has agreed to pay half of the annual premiums 
for insuring the 42 rugs we have on indefinite loan to them from 
with Clark Collection. The policy can be for one half of the 
new value or $169,600.00. The annual premium as quoted by H.L. 
Rust Company will be $500, with the Corcoran paying $250. and the 
Textile Museum paying $250. 

If the Board of Trustees agrees to this arrangement, the policy 
can be implemented immediately.

Much time has been spent as an aftermath of the reinstallation 
of the American collection - interviews wtih visiting scholars, 
critics, interested public, catching up with accumulated 
correspondence, etc. The Assistant Curator, in cooperation 
with the Curator of Education, has been working on a brochure 
for the public covering the reinstallation. The Curator gave 
a lecture and gallery talk to the State Department Foreign 
Service wives and to members of the Tokyo-Washington Women's 
Club, and the Assistant Curator delivered two gallery talks 
to groups.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE FRIENDS OF THE CORCORAN GALLERY OF ART 


The primary purpose of the Friends of the Corcoran is to 
acquire, through purchase or donation, contemporary works 
of art by American artists for the permanent collection of the 
Gallery. In addition, the organization tries to encourage an 
interest in art and collecting among its members by providing 
a series of interesting programs. 

The first such program was presented in October 1973 when the 
Friends were given tours of the collections of Mr. and Mrs. 

Marvin Gerstin, and Mr. and Mrs. Robert Kogad. In November, 
the Friends traveled to Philadelphia where they toured the 
Barnes Collection. In January, the Friends came to the Cor¬ 
coran to view the film entitled "Painters Painting." 

In February the members and their guests were treated to a 
highly successful evening at the Gallery wherein a buffet 
dinner was followed by an unusual auction in which the highest 
bidders secured the services of six area artists to do their 
portraits while the others in attendance had the pleasure of 
watching the artists at work. 

In March, the Freer Gallery gave the Friends an unusual and 
highly interesting tour of the storage and work rooms of the 
Gallery. Staff members served as our guides and provided us 
with knowledge which would be difficult to acquire in any other 
way. 

The Corcoran was the scene again in May for our festive annual 
dinner and members' vote on a work of art to be presented to 
the Gallery. After carefully studying the paintings of the 
five artists whose work was being considered, the members selected 
Licorice by Kay Kurt as their choice. This fine painting was 
then immediately presented to and accepted by the Corcoran for 
its permanent collection. 

The Friends of the Corcoran were saddened by the untimely death 
of Miss Edith N. Cook, one of their most loyal members and 
supporters. In her memory, a work by Ed McGowin was presented to 
the Gallery.

As Director of the Corcoran Gallery of Art, and by direction 
of the Board of Trustees, I respectfully submit this report 
on the operations and progress of the Gallery for the period 
September 1, 1973 through August 31, 1974. 


THE CORCORAN GALLERY OF ART 


The year 1973-74 was an extremely significant one for the 
Corcoran Gallery of Art in that it marked a period which 
reaffirmed the Corcoran's standing as one of the great insti¬ 
tutions in America. During this time, the Board of Trustees, 
the Director, and the Staff carefully assessed the strengths 
of the museum and instituted changes in every level of operation 
necessary to clarifying its purposes and functions. 


The Collection 


Foremost among these changes has been the renewed emphasis 
now placed on the great wealth of the Corcoran's collection 
of 18th, 19th, and 20th century American art. With the aid 
of a matching grant from the National Endowment for the Arts, 
the American Collection has been reinstalled chronologically 
in the upper galleries of the museum, enabling viewers to 
easily trace the development of American art. This installation 
includes a representative selection of 204 paintings and 35 
sculptures from the 781 paintings and 244 sculptures in the 
American collection. Two thousand persons attended the black 
tie preview on December 14, 1973. At that time and since, the 
collection has received high praise from critics and distinguished 
members of the art world. The Collection has clearly regained 
the high recognition it deserves. 

At the time of the reinstallation of the American Collection, 
Volume II of the Catalog of American Paintings in the Corcoran 
Gallery of Art was published. This catalog, organized and 
written by Mrs. Ralph E. Phillips, Curator of Research and 
Collections, covers work in the collection by American painters 
born between 1850 and 1910. 

The reinstallation of the American Collection was continued 
later in the year with the removal of screens and contemporary 
art from the lower atrium which is now hung with paintings from 
the 19th century. A grant from the Women's Committee of the 
Corcoran Gallery of Art made it possible to restore Albert 






Bierstadt’s Mount Corcoran and Daniel Huntington’s Mercy * s 
Dream , which now hang at either end of the atrium. 19th 
and early 20th sculpture is also on view. 

During the summer months, the special exhibition galleries 
were used to exhibit a selection of work from the Corcoran's 
modest but choice collection of contemporary art. This col¬ 
lection, shown for the first time in several years, attests 
to the Corcoran's continued commitment to present the best of 
contemporary American art. 

During the period covered in this report, the collection was 
increased by many generous gifts and bequests. Through the 
generous bequest of Mr. George Biddle, the Corcoran received 
a total of 31 paintings, sculpture and works of art on paper, 
including such fine pieces as Gaston Lachaise's Standing Nude 
and John Storrs' Abstraction . The Laura T. Magnuson estate 
bequeathed four works of art, most notable among them, a set 
of George II flatware circa 1725. 

Through the continued generosity of the Women's Committee and 
the Friends of the Corcoran Gallery of Art, four fine works 
were added to the museum's collection of contemporary art. The 
paintings given by the Women's Committee are Dan Brush's 
Painting #2 and Rebecca Davenport's Self-Portrait . The Friends 
donated one sculpture, Ed McGowin's Untitled 1967 r 68 and a 
painting, Kay Kurt's Licorice . 


Special Exhibitions 

The schedule of special exhibitions mounted in the 1973-74 
season was an extremely diverse one, including exhibitions of 
national as well as international scope, both historic and 
contemporary. The season commenced with the opening of eight 
exhibitions, among them Leon Berkowitz: Paintings , and The 
Golden Age of Antwerp , organized by the Smithsonian Institution 
Exhibition Service. Twenty-five hundred persons attended the 
preview - the evening clearly proving that the Corcoran was indeed 
"alive again". 

The season continued with such important exhibitions as 
Thomas Doughty: A Retrospective , Washington Figurative Artists , 

The Sculptures of Jacob Epstein , Olitski:Life Drawings and 
Man Ray:Photographs . The exhibition for the 1974 Corcoran Ball 
was Anne Truitt: Sculpture and Works on Paper 1961-1973 ; this 
major exhibition was made possible through grants from the 
Women's Committee and the National Endowment for the Arts. 
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The Corcoran continued its policy of support for innovative 
and unusual exhibitions with pieces specifically created for 
Corcoran spaces. In November 1973, Robert Stackhouse built a 
wooden structure for the upper atrium bridge. In January 1974, 
sculptor Yuri Schyrebler created a series of pyramids of sand 
and wire mesh for the spaces of the lower atrium. Both of these 
works were unique in that they existed only at the time of the 
exhibitions. 

A total of fifty - three exhibitions were mounted in the 
season 1973-74. Of these, thirty-eight dealt with American art, 
fifteen with international art, and fourteen with photography. 
Five of the exhibitions were organized by other institutions. 

Two shows organized by the Corcoran travelled to other museums 
during the year: Paul Jenkins and Jules 01itski:Life Drawings . 

The schedule offered a wide variety of exhibitions, with emphasis 
on contemporary American art. 


Education 


The Education Department, under the supervision of Curator 
Donna Ari, maintained an active program of education events and 
> activities. Thirty-one Gallery lunchtime talks were offered 

to Gallery patrons; these talks, focused on the permanent 
collections and special exhibitions, were given by the Curator, 
visiting specialists, professional artists, guest curators, 
and members of the Corcoran staff. Twenty-six Sunday Children's 
Workshops were offered for children between the ages of six 
and ten; the purpose of these workshops was to introduce children 
to a variety of media with instruction by professional studio 
artists. Fifty-five hundred visitors attended tours of the 
permanent collection and special exhibitions sponsored by the 
Education Department and conducted by Gallery docents. 


Special Education 

The Special Education Projects Department, officially established 
as a branch of the Gallery in 1969, has, since its inception, 
been charged with maintaining a comprehensive community out¬ 
reach program for the Gallery. The department, operating fis¬ 
cally through grants and contracts, has offered workshops in 
drawing, painting, sculpture, and other media to members of the 
D.C. Public School System, teachers, community resource persons, 
and artists. 

This year, Special Education developed and maintained projects 
for the D.C. Commission on the Arts and Humanities, the Hattie 
M. Strong Foundation, and the D.C. Department of Corrections 
at Lorton Youth Center No. II. 
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Membership/Development 


In the area of membership and development, the Corcoran 
spent this period in the planning of a vigorous drive for 
expanded membership and increased contributions from individuals, 
corporations and * government sources for the coming fiscal 
year. Under the direction of the new President of the Board 
of Trustees, Mr. David Lloyd Kreeger, gallery income was 
reevaluated and possible ways to increase its level developed. 

The Washington Art Group was formed in February 1974 in an 
effort to generate more interest and support of the arts among 
the members of the Washington business community. This group 
meets at the Corcoran nine times a year to hear lectures 
by distinguished members of the art world. Lecturers thus far 
have included Thomas Hoving, Director of the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art, and Frank Getlein, critic for the Washington 
Star News . 

In April 1974, a Development Assistant was appointed to head 
the expansion program. With the aim of doubling the year’s 
membership of eighteen-hundred, plans were laid for a three¬ 
pronged membership campaign next year, including personal 
solicitations from the Trustees and the Women’s Committee as well 
as two bulk mailings. 

In the summer of 1974, a membership brochure was designed for 
use both in the membership mailings and as notice to members 
of forthcoming events and exhibitions. In addition, new benefits 
were planned to enhance membership in the Corcoran. 


Conservation 


The conservation laboratory treated thirty-six paintings in 
this period. Of this total, twenty-six were complete laboratory 
treatment, which included wax-resin lining and consolidation 
to new linen. There were three very large paintings treated 
from the American Collection: Albert Bierstadt’s Mount Corcoran , 
Mercy's Dream by Daniel Huntington, and R.N.Brooke's A Pastorale 
Visit . Ten other paintings were cleaned and resurfaced for 
exhibition purposes. 

Five European paintings were treated; of these three were complete 
treatment including wax resin and consolidation. Of the three 
complete treatments were two of the three major Courbet’s 
belonging to the collection. The other was Turner's Boats 
Carrying out Anchors to the Dutch Man of Wars ; this painting is 
currently on loan for the exhibition at the Royal Academy, London. 
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Public Relations 


The press coverage during this period was excellent. Sixty- 
seven major art reviews on the Corcoran and its collection by 
major art critics, appeared in Washington newspapers ( Washington 
Post , 21; Washington Star-News , 31; other publications’^ 15)7 
Articles on events , the School,Trustees, etc. totalled over 
fifty. Brief references to the Corcoran in articles concerning 
other subjects add approximately another fifty items. 

Most important was a major article by Frank Getlein of the 
Washington Star-News which appeared on the Corcoran in March 
1974. This three-part article praised the riches of the 
American Collection and the many changes that had taken place 
in the physical appearance of the Gallery and its collections. 


Attendance 


Though a decided climb in attendance began toward the end of 
the season, the total attendance for the period of 82,972 
was lower than that of the preceding fiscal year of 103,517. 


Renovations 

Major emphasis was placed this year on the improved physical 
appearance of the Gallery. The completion of expenditures 
from the 1971 grant from the Richard King Mellon Charitable 
Trusts finalized improvements in Gallery security and safety; 
by these changes, the Corcoran achieved a new improved standing 
with Huntington T. Block in the form of a three-year compre¬ 
hensive business policy underwritten by the Royal Globe 
Insurance Company. 

During September 1973 the galleries of the upper atrium were 
remodelled co further incorporate the Clark Wing into the main 
building and to improve the Gallery spaces used for temporary 
exhibitions. These renovations marked the beginning of efforts 
to clarify the major functions and areas of the Gallery, i.e. 
the American Collection, the European Collections, and Special 
Exhibitions. In addition, a Membership Lounge, where members 
may relax when visiting the Gallery was installed in a small 
room off the lower atrium. 

In the summer months, the large gallery at the end of the South 
atrium was converted into a print study-storage area with the 
aid of a matching grant from the National Endowment for the Arts 
in conservation. This new storage area has insured the proper 
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care and maintenance of the Gallery's extensive collection 
of works of art on paper. Further improvements were made in 
other storage areas with the addition of racks and proper 
storage equipment. 

Several changes were begun during the summer months; these 
projects should be completed at the beginning of the new season. 

A matching grant from the National Endowment enabled the start 
of an extensive survey of the Corcoran facilities to determine 
the costs and installation of a complete climate control 
system at the Corcoran. It is hoped that such a system would 
be operative at the time of the Bicentennial pending the 
availability of necessary funds from private as well as federal 
sources. 

Also begun during this period was the installation of an in¬ 
formation gallery, intended to assist visitors in understanding 
the layout and purposes of the Gallery,as well as to provide them 
with general information on the three major areas of the Gallery, 
its collections and forthcoming events and activities. The 
remaining portion of the large gallery subdivided to create 
the information gallery will be used for additional rest areas 
and the display of recent acquisitions. 


THE CORCORAN SCHOOL OF ART 

The Corcoran School of Art began its 86th year in September 
1973 with a marked increase in student enrollment in the Diploma 
and part-time courses. Seventy-three students were enrolled 
in the full-time Diploma program in Fine Arts and Visual 
Communication. The total registration was 1,154 enrollments 
for the fall semester and 1,314 enrollments in the spring semester. 

In September 1973, Mr. George Culler, President of the National 
Association of Schools of Art and President of the Philadelphia 
College of Art visited the School to determine whether the 
Corcoran School met the standards of Division I membership 
in NASA. Mr. Culler submitted his report to the Commission on 
Accreditation assembled at the annual NASA Directors meeting 
in October. The School was appointed into Division I as 
a candidate for Division I on a five year probationary basis. 

During this time, the School may apply for full membership. 

As a NASA Division I candidate the School became eligible to 
apply for Federal financial aid programs for students and has the 
distinction and benefits of being listed among the nation's 
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finest art schools. Application was made in October 1973 
for Federal financial aid monies and in May 1974 the School 
was allocated $30,390 to help needy students in the academic 
year 1974-75. Federal financial aid programs for which the 
school became eligible included Basic Opportunity Grants; 
Supplemental Educational Opportunity Grants; College Work-Study; 
National Direct Student Loans and Guaranteed Student Loans. 

The Corcoran School will also continue to aid needy students 
with the school endowment income as in the past. 

The Corcoran School staff for the academic year was directed 
by Dean/Director Roy Slade, Assistant Dean Peter Thomas 
and Registrar Gwendolyn H. Goffe. Faculty included fourteen 
full time faculty members and twenty-eight part-time faculty 
members. The Art School Committee of Trustees was chaired 
by Mrs. Philip Amram. 

In working with the Art School Committee and faculty, the 
school staff studied over fifteen proposals from several brokers 
to initiate a Benefits Program for Corcoran School and Gallery 
staff. After extended study and professional consultation, 
the School staff recommended and the Trustees adopted, a 
Benefits Plan as submitted by Teachers Insurance and Annuity 
Association and College Retirement Equities Fund (TIAA-CREF). 
Included in the benefits program was long-term disability 
insurance, life insurance and a retirement plan. Under the 
retirement plan, Corcoran employees contribute 3% of salary 
annually which is matched by the Corcoran. The Corcoran will 
also pay the disability and life insurance premium for all 
eligible employees. The TIAA-CREF plan is to be initiated 
in September 1974. Major medical benefits will continue under 
BlueCross/Blue Shield. The adoption of the TIAA-CREF program 
was a major achievement, as this was the first benefits program 
for Corcoran employees. 

In the spring of 1974, an Alumni Association was officially 
organized for the Corcoran School of Art. An Alumni exhibition 
was held at the Corcoran Dupont Center Building to initiate 
the activities of the Association. 

Commencement exercises and prize awards were held on Friday, 

May 3, 1974. Abram Lerner, Director of the Hirshhorn Museum 
and Sculpture Garden, spoke to the sixteen Diploma graduates, 
their families and guests. On view at the time of graduation 
was an exhibit of student work in the Corcoran Gallery of Art. 
The exhibition was selected by Washington Star-News critic 
Benjamin Forgey. 
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In May 1974 the Ford Foundation asked the Corcoran School 
of Art to submit a proposal for funding students, faculty, 
and programs in the visual arts. A proposal was written 
requesting $127,750 to be matched by the School over a three- 
year period. The grant will be used for faculty enrichment, 
student scholarships and a pilot program in studio art. 
Official notification of the proposal acceptance was received 
in September 1974. The $255,500 Ford Foundation programs 
are an endorsement of the progress and achievement of the 
Corcoran School of Art. 

In June 1974 the Corcoran School became a member of the 
Artists for the Environment at Delaware Water Gap in Columbia, 
New Jersey. Dean Roy Slade was appointed to the Board of 
Directors. With the U.S. National Park Service and the Union 
of Independent Colleges of Art, the program is designed to 
acclimate the artists to nature. Two Corcoran students will 
study at Delaware Water Gap each semester. 
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The changes and progress presented in this statement attest 
to the tremendous activity of the Corcoran during this period. 
Both the candidacy of the Corcoran School of Art in Division 
I of the National Association of Schools of Art and its 
increased student enrollment emphasize the growing national 
reputation of the school. The American Collection has regained 
the immense critical acclaim and national recognition which 
it deserves. As Frank Getlein wrote of the Corcoran in his 
article: "It is all at the Corcoran. If you are an American 
you have to go there to begin to understand yourself. But 
wherever you are, the Corcoran's Collection is the best readily 
available summary of a new country, a new mind, a new vision..." 

As an institution, the Corcoran Gallery of Art has maintained 
the dignity and the purpose for which it was founded: "to 
promote and encourage the American genius". The efforts of the 
Board of Trustees and the staff of the Corcoran Gallery of Art 
during the period covered in this report have not been without 
rewards, not only in the present high standing of the Gallery, 
but also in the knowledge that the purposes and strengths of one 
of the fine institutions of America are being perpetuated.
